their bodies to be taken for burial to 
their home. 


IMPRESSIVE CEREMONY. 


Jt would be difficult to imagine any-

to the three brothers their first and last 


A few moments later there was a knock 
at the door, and Mr. Hallenbcck an- 
swered it to find masked men before 
him, armed with, revolvers. Burton Van 
Wormer lod the way, and with him1 the 
old man grappled. At once all four be- 
gan a fusidals of pistol shots, which 
fairly riddled the body of Mr. Hallcn- 
beck. 


Mrs1. Hallenbeck, the wife, ran into 


tho kitchen and the brothers shot at 
her, but missed. Her husband ordered 
her to flee and she ran upstairs, where 
the older woman had preceded her and 
tho two barricaded themselves in the 
attic. 


BETRAYED BY FOOTPRINTS. 


Mr.' Hallcnbeck, although 
mortally 


wounded, broke away from his assail- 
ants and went to the landing of. the 
stairs where ho kept a loaded shotgun. 
The assailants saw him get the gun 
and lied. The old man fell to tho floor 
and died. 


The four young men were soon after 


arrested, betrayed by their footprints 
in the snow, and because they were 
known to have made threats against 
their uncle.

Three Brothers Meet Swift Death in New 


New YorK for Murder of Their 


Uncle on Christmas E-ve., 19O1. 


First One Enters Death Chamber at 11:34:30 and at 


Life in Last of Trio is Pronounced Extinct—Courag- 


eous up to the End — Pathetic Scene as 


They Kissed Each Other Goodby. 


DANNEMORA, N. Y., Oct. 1—With- 


out ono unforseen incident to mar the 
perfect and dignified execution of the 
death penalty imposed by the trial 
court, sustained by the court of appeals 
and not interfered with by Gov. Odell, 
Willis, 
Frederick, and 
Burton 
Van 


Wormer, were put to death in fifteen 
and one-half minutes at Clinton prison 
today for the murder of their uncle, 
Peter A. Hollenbcek, of Grendalc, Co- 
lumbia county, on Christmas eve, 1901, 
There was not one sensational circum- 
stance connected with the execution. 
Tbe men walked from the doors of their 
cells iu the enro of thoir priest and 
flanked on cither side by prison depu- 
ties with calm demeanor,

Every precaution had been 
taken to prevent the remaining men 
from hearing more than the departure 
of their brother from the room. The 
doors had been padded and other means 
taken to deaden any sound. 


EXECUTION OF FIRST TWO. 


Three application of the current and 


four minutes time were required for 
the execution of Willia, but only • two 
applications of the full current were 
deemed necessary in the case of Fred- 
erick and two minutes from the time 
ho crossed the threshold of the room 
the doctors pronounced him dead. The 
bodies were carried out into the prison 
morgue and the summons for the last 
brother was taken back by the guards 
Father Bolanger went with them, and 
when Burton Van Wormer was brought 
into the presence of death he was ae 
companion by two priests, Father Char 
bonneau having no further nocd to re 
main in the cell room.

Bravery on the part of a daughter, 
Catharine Parkinson, undoubtedly pre- 
vented the father from carrying out 
his purpose of murdering his wife. 


CHRONIC WIFE BEATER. 


Parkinson is said to have lived in the 


city for more than twenty years and 
during most of those years he has been 
in the habit of whipping Ms wife. Of 
late he has been employed at the Free-

I 
cannot trust myself to express the feel- 
ing of grief which this announcement 
has caused to every member of this tri- 
bunal, nnd to many others who had 
the great privilege of Herbert's friend- 
ship. A worthy successor to the groat 
men who have'filled the high ofiice ho 
hrld, he brought to his duties not only 
great ability, but the most charming 
personal gifts.

Alaskan boundary commission by Chief 
Justice Alverstone. It was supposedly 
due to rapid consumption, from which 
the ambassador is known to have suf- 
fered from the time of his appointment 
to Washington. Counsel on both sides 
paid tributes to the dead ambassador. 


SAD NEWS IMPARTED. 


Counsel was in the middle of his argu- 


ment when Lord Alverstone suddenly 
huld up his hand, stopped the proceed- 
ings, and with intense emotion, said: 


"The members of the tribunal have 


just learned with the deepest sorrow of 
the death of Sir Michael Herbert, who, 
in behalf of Great Britain, negotiated 
and signed the treaty hy which this 
tribunal was constituted 
and under 


which it is at this moment sitting.. I 
cannot trust myself to express the feel- 
ing of grief which this announcement 
has caused to every member of this tri- 
bunal, nnd to many others who had 
the great privilege of Herbert's friend- 
ship. A worthy successor to the great 
men who have filled the high office he 
held, he brought to his duties not only 


but the most charming 


I and others here have 


in the course of our public life been 
brought into close official and personal 
connection with him. It is no language 
exaggeration to say that no man ever 
brought to the discharge of his duties 
higher ideals, and few, i£ any, greater 
qualifications. 
His majesty and the 


the British nation have lost a devoted 
qnblic servant and many of us have lost 
a cherished personal friend." 


COMMISSION ADJOURNS. 


The dramatic silence .which followed 


was broken by Jacob M. Dickinson, of 
American counsel, who rose and ex- 
pressed in behalf of the bar and people 
of the United States, intense sorrow at 
the death of the man whose qualities 
Lord Alverstone had so fitly described.

Judge Anderson 
of 
the 
Supreme 


Court of the District of Columbia has 
rendered an opinion in the injunction 
proceeding of Delaware Indians against 
Secretary Hitchcock and the Davres 
Indian commission, dissolving the tem- 
porary injunction heretofore granted. 
The case involves the .right of the sec- 
retary to pass on the 157,000 acres of 
land in the Cherokee Nation segregated 
for tbe use of the Delawares. 


Soon after the decision was rendered 


Attorney Walter S. Logan filed a peti- 
tion in the Court of Claims on behalf 
of ths Delawares against the United 
States, asking that damages be award- 
ed in the sum of $1,000,000 because of 
the expenses in which the Indiana have 
been subjected to defending title to 
their lands. They charge that members 
of the Dawes commission are interested 
in oil leases and companies holding 
leases made upon their lands by Cihcro- 
kcea claiming title, and that the com- 
mission is conspiring with these com- 
panies to defraud the Indians of their 
lands 
by 
permitting 
illegal filings, 


wrongful allotments and other means. 


The Secretary 
of the 
Interior 
is 


charged with unlawful acts to defraud 
the Indians, such as that of encourag- 
ing white men who have married squaws 
to make claim to the Delaware land.

WASHINGTON, Sept, 20.—The weath- 


er bureau's weekly 
summary oE crop 


conditions shows that a marked feature 
of the week was the aliscnce of rain, or 
the occurrence of only very light show- 
ers, over much of the greater part of 
the country east of the Rocky moun- 
tains. 


The principal states have experienced 


weather conditions exceptionally favor- 
able for maturing late corn, and while 
frosts have been quite general over the 
central nnd eastern portions of the corn 
belt, no material damage is indicated. 
Probably less than 20 per cent of tho 
crop in Iowa is unmatured nnd wbile 
the proportion yo.t exposed to injury in 
South Dakota, Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin is greater, the unmaiured product 
will mak« good feed; farther south only 
a very small part of tne crop is still 
soft. Cutting is general in all sections, 
and some new corn has been marketed 
in southern Kansas.

Judging from the statistics gathered 


irom the Uacine county fanners, the 
agricultural products this year in their 
particular 
territory will realize the 


sturdy residents of the rural districts 
satisfactory 
remuneration 
for 
their 


labors the past spring and summer 
months. 


A few woofcs ago the tillers of the 


soil believed, due to the heavy rains, 
that, souie of tho fall crops would be a 
decided failure, especially the 
potato 


and corn crop. While this may be true 
to a certain extent in regard to the 
growth of tho tubers, it nevertheless 
does not apply to the latter, which is 
considered the best around this section 
in the past five years. 


Racine county and adjoining terri- 


tory is not generally known as corn 
country, but what is raised here this 
year equals the products of the great 
belts in Illinois, Iowa, Kansas and other 
states, and when placed upon the mar- 
kets will bring as good prices as tho 
products of our sister states. 


W. L. Roberts of Union Grove, was 


in tho city yesterday and when inter- 
viewed on the subject of the condition 
of the harvest this fall, said: 


"Here are five ears of corn grown on 


my farm, specimens of what is called 
'the corn failure.'" The ears were over 
a foot in length, would weigh probably 
a pound and are about four inches in 
diameter. "Those same, conditions pre- 
vail all over the county, and while the 
corn is not all as large as these ears 
sire, the quality is just as good," said 
Mr. Roberts. 


"In regard to the potato crop, only 


about one-half of the yield is lit to be 
dug, accountable to the wet climatic 
conditions all through the Mississippi 
valley for the past few weeks. 
Pota- 


toes before spring will bring at lest a 
dollar a bushel. "'You wait and see if 
I am not right,", continued Mr. Rob- 
erts. 


"The Michigan and Mississippi crop 


arc also partial 
failures, 
while up 


around 
Menominco, 
Berlin 
and the 


rest of the potato belt in Wisconsin 
about half of the crop is a dead failure. 
There will be thousands of bushels of 
tubers not touched this fall in the 
neighborhood on account of the heavy 
fall -of rains." 


"But when it comes to Racine county 


we are in clover up to the knees. There 
is an abundance of hay and .plenty of 
water, and with theae counties of na- 
ture we don't wonder the turkey was 
stricken with disease. We might quote 
one of the scriptures from the Bible, 
which applies to the conditions in Ra- 
cine county: 
"He maketh me to lie 


down in green pastures and leadeth me 
beside still waters." 


"In reference to the hay crop, I will 


say we've got the best crop this year 
we ever had. 
The barns sire 
full; 


stacks are dotting the country every- 
where and there is plenty left over last 
year, but this not signify hay will be 
cheaper around here this winter. The 
crops in sonic of the other states is 
short and consequently a large amount 
of hay is lia.ble to be shipped out of Ra- 
cine county." 


"One word more about 
the corn 


crop; although at first thought a fail- 
ure, it is the best we ever had in the 
county. The ground is almost too soft 
to harvest it nnd the only trouble is it 
is so heavy the machines can hardly 
handle it." 


The oat crop is light, but fair yield 


and light quality. 


'•'There is a fair crop of apples; 


plenty of nuts, etc., and the threshing 
is about ail over with, and about all 
tho farmers are doing is getting ready 
for their annual grind next year and 
getting in shape to haul their products 
to market.

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—It was early

Belden Kctchum, after a contest on the 
loor that sometimes was so disorderly 
.hat

hrough the aisles. Both Woodruff and

In conversation with the health offi- 


cers this afternoon, it was learned that 
there are about sixty cases of typhoid 
fever in the city. 
Most of the cases 


have originated in the 
southwestern 


portion of the city, although there is a 
sprinkling of the malady all over the 
city. It has not reached the stage to 
be-called an epidemic, but the rapid in- 
crease in sickness of this nature start- 
ed the health officers to such an extent 
that it was decided to make diligent 
inquiries as to what cause the disease 
might be attributed. 


One physician had over a dozen cases 


in one neighborhood. His investigation 
revealed the strongest kind of evidence 
that the cause of the fever was due to 
impure milk, supposed to have been left 
by one milk man. 


The matter was reported to the 


health officers, who obtained a sample 
of the milk and sent it to the health 
authorities of Milwaukee, who were 
asked to make a complete analysis. A 
report was received today by Dr. S. 
C. Buchanan, which says that the bac- 
teriological examination, so far as has 
progressed, reveals .no typhoid fever 
germs. This, however, is only a partial 
analysis. The Milwaukee chemists did 
state in the communication, that al- 
though no fever germs had been discov- 
ered, pathological germs in the form of 
bacillus coli eomrmmis arc present. 


The full test will not be complete for 


a couple of weeks yet. 
Guinea pigs 


have been inoculated with the serum, 
and the authorities are now waiting to 
see whether or not they will contract 
the disease. 


When Chief Faster was asked if the 


disease was increasing or decreasing, he 
said: "I believe we have got it pretty 
well checked now, although there are 
many suffering with the disease at the 
present time." 


"The hospitals are filled nnd tho pa- 


tients in most cases are pretty siek. 
There have been a good many deaths 
this fall from typhoid. Other members 
of the board of health inform me that 
the sickness is very severe." 


"I don't think the causo of the sick- 


icss this fall can be attributed to san- 
ary conditions, as we have been cleari- 
ng up all summer and the city at the 
ircsent time is about free 
from any 


ilth.

devices. He shows that the increase in 
Hold circulation since September, 1308, 
has bean $348,304,010, OT being 42 per 
cent of tho total money circulation. 
There is now money in circulation 
amounting to $2,388,002,178 made up in 
coin, gold and silver, and 
certificates 


based upon .an equal amount of coin in 
the treasury, with bank notes redeem- 
able through one process, and another 
in gold. There is in actual gold held in 
the. treasury the great sum of $'(ir>3,- 
000,000, exceeding in volume the stores 
o£ any other government on earth. 
Then there is sufficient gold among the 
people and in banks to bring up tho 
total gold coin to $1,207,733,940. There 
is of national bank circulation $418,- 
587,075. 
In greenbacks 'there is out- 


standing $340,000,000. 
The .several 


other descriptions of paper money, such 
as coin notes issued under the Sherman 
act, the sirver certificates, gold certifi- 
cates, are represented in the treasury 
dollar for dollar in their respective 
metals, gold or silver. 


Says Treasurer Roberts in a late 


address; 


"Let me be content to stand on the 


rock bottom of gold. 
Of the $2,388,- 


902,178 money in circulation, gold, in 
coin and certificates, is $1,014,530,078; 
bank notes are just less than fjMOO.OOO,- 
000. 
The gold in the treasury today is 


the largest sum ever recorded—$653,- 
000,000. Our treasury holds three and 
nine-tenths times the amount of gold 
belonj^ing to the bank of England, which 
is $100,856,000.

KAH.ROAD RATES ASD GOVETWfOIl 


If it is true the railways of this 


state have been imposing upon the far- 
mer, the, manufacturer in demanding 
and receiving freight rate in excess o: 
that in neighboring states, is it not 
singular 
the 
manufacturers 
practi 


caily, as a body, object to a railway 
rate commission, but also equally is il 
not singular, that a governor of till? 
state so apparently 
conversant with 


what he states are facts, should not do 
his duty. Is all this any reason the 
state should be convulsed from the 
east to west, from north to south 
and neighbor turned ngainst neighbor 
class against elnss, and discord, dissen- 
sion, stirred up in a political broth and 
Wisconsin turned into a seething mess 
of foulness? If freight rates are such 
a factor in our happiness, and hitherto 
most 
people have caln'.'y proceeded 


about their business until raked up over 
tho matter by our governor seeking 
political capital at the expense oJ the 
happiness and well doing of his fellow- 
citizena, why does not Gov. La Toilette 
instruct the railroad commissioner to 
do his duty under the statutes. Docs 
not his official oath require him to do 
these things, and if remaining undone, 
by what measure of equity does he roam 
up and down the state electioneering, 
for it is nothing clso, for a third term, 
or to replace such a man as is Senator 
Quarles in the United States senate? 


It is pretended the railroad commis- 


sioner is unable to make use of the 
valuable information gathered by tho 
governor as relates to freight discrim- 
inations. It is pretended also senators 
find representatives opposing Gov. La 
Follotte's policies, conspired to obstruct 
orderly legislation; to defeat primary 
election reform, to defeat legislation 
affecting the railroads. 
It is shown 


nothing of the sort occurred. If Stal- 
wart legislators voting in the orderly 
course of legislative proceedings, voted 
against any of the governor's meas- 
ures, it was not only their right, but 
their duty, if they regarded them as 
inimical to the interests of the state. 
It was charged by the governor, and the 
charge uttered over and over again, 
that legislators opposing his policies 
pnro drunk, disorderly and reveled in 
their shame on the floor. This is wholly 
false n.nd Senator Wliitehoad has given 
the weight of his word, and it is worth 
something, that he knew of but two 
drunken men, and one of them voted for 
the primary election measure and the 
other either voted for it, or else did 
not vote at all.

Section 1704. Such commissioner shall 
:nquire into any neglect or violation of 
the laws of the state by any railroad 
doing business therein, or by the offi- 
cers, agents or employes thereof, or by 
any person operating any railroad. 


Section 1798 gives the commissioner 


)ower to send for persons and papers, 
;o examine witnesses under oath, to 
examine the books of the railroad com- 
>anies, and to make copies or extracts 
;horofrom. 
He has all the powers of 


;he courts, so far as securing informa- 
tion is concerned, and he may exercise 
;hose powers in cases iniated by him- 
self, as well as in cases begun on com- 
>laint filed in writing. 


Section 1798 would give tho commis- 


sioner power to institute an investiga- 
tion into the charges made, and ho need 
not wait until any formal charges have 
wen made. Despite all the assertions 
of some of the close friends of the gov- 
ernor, it would clearly seem to be the 
duty of the governor and the railroad 
commissioner to proceed upon the in- 
ormatio.n gathered together by him. 


As has been observed, if the present 


aws are unsatisfactory in their details 
o tho-governor or the officials under 
lis control, it is no reason why such 
honld be ignored. 
They may not bo 


>erfection, but such as they are, let 
>ur contentious governor endeavor to 
iet about to do that for which the poo- 
>le elected him two terms. He should 
lot set up claims for a third term, be- 
auso of the ammunition found in non- 
;nforcomont of such laws as the state 
already has. 


Can it be contended any assumed pol- 


icy of our executive can superccde or 
transcend the right of citizens to op- 
pose and in opposing, Blmll they bo 
maligned or outlawed.

Thus it will 
lappen in many instances, tho minority 
candidate will be. elected, this, of course, 
neaning that a compact minority, unit- 
ting upon always just one man in each 
voting district, will defeat by far tho 
argcr majority, because the majority 
lot in a combine scatter their voto. 
Then again, in this law there is no sec- 
ond choice afforded. 


It will bo noted that plurality votes 


now generally elect, but primary elec- 
tion laws are assumed to correct nil 
ircsont errors. 


A primary election law, to secure nb- 


sol.uto fairness, to secure the pretended 
advantages, 
must be so constructed 


ihat the voter, entirely regardless of 
lis voto in the caucuses, and tho law, 
must be reasonably free of committee 
devices and shall not interfere with any 
jarty management or system of ehoos- 
ng party committees.

tries. It is just a question if the Unit- 
ed States will keep the faith unques- 
tionably implied when President MoKin- 
ley carried his country through a suc- 
cessful war with Spain, a war beyond 
all shadow of doubt undertaken to free 
Cuba from the Spanish power. Its suc- 
cessful end certainly promised something 
better than the continuation of a tariff 
levied aginst a people we had only just 
freed from a despotic power. The Cu- 
ban people had and have a right, both 
moral and political, to assume 
the 


country 
that gaily and gladly 
went 


to war for a question of the purest sen- 
timent, would not stop on its successful 
termination, suddenly throw up a hos- 
tile trade barrier, or at the least refuse 
to let down the trade barriers and give 
them as substantial a boost on the road 
to national prosperity, as it did a boost 
towards a nationality all their own. 


While the character of the president's 


special message has not 
as yet been 


made public it will doubtless have some 
bisaring upon the Cuban reciprocity 
question. The president has been acting 
im perfect good faith in this matter and 
has in every way recognized the obliga- 
tions of his country, and it is hoped his 
continued efforts will at this coming ses- 
sion be crowned with success. We gave 
Cuba national life, and now let us givo 
Cuba national prosperity. .

THE IST1ISIUS CANAL,. 


Taking all the circumstances, togeth- 


er, it is beginning to be seriously ques- 
tioned if our true interests are to be 
furthered by keeping up the agitation 
It'or an isthmus canal across the Panama 
route. The Nicaragua route once re- 
garded as the choicest location of late 
years fell into disfavor, for on this 
route and not far from the channel, 
vessels will follow in Lake Nicaragua, 
are two active volcanoes located on an 
island. Still, despite of this, the route 
had many 
ardent advocates, among 


whom was the belligerent Senator Mor- 
gan. The report is sent out that the 
government at Washington is taking 
preliminary steps toward 
securing a 


new treaty with Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica, and further that the assurance is 
given, as favorable a treaty can now be 
made with these two countries con- 
cerned, as any time previously. 


Governor La Follette in his speech 


at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, again took occa- 
oion to denounce Wisconsin legislators 
as a lot of debauched scoundrels; again 
denouncing stalwart senators as "hold- 
ups," when two of the best men on his 
side have publicly testified there was no 
hold up. But what does Governor La 
Follette care for the truth. He can pos- 
sibly deceive some ignorant people and 
others who want to 'be fooled, and this 
is the game being played. This governor 
of ours though, takes great pleasure in 
maligning not only his fellow citizens 
but the fair name of his state. 


The severe rap Kenosha county pio-

This morning he got up -about 
6:30 o'clock, sat down at the breakfast 
table, but did not eat anything, for the 
reason he had been on a spree for over 
two weeks and his stomach was bad.

About 
8 o'clock I entered the room to see what 
had become of him, when I was horrified 
to see him hanging by the neck from a 
door knob of his room. I was so shock- 
ed that I fainted away. Further than 
this I know nothing about the man or 
his relatives." 


HOW HE ENDED LIFE.

tied the ends of a red handkerchief to- 
gether, adjusted it under his chin, got 
down on his hands and kr.os, placed the 
upper loop over the door knob, slid 
down on his hands and kneees, placed the 
sihle and strangled to death.

WASHINGTON, .Sept. 30.—President 


Roosevelt last night practically declared 
the government .printing office an open 
shop. 


After an all evening conference at the 


White House with President Gompers 
and four other members of the Federa- 
tion of Labor and John Mitchell, presi- 
dent of the miners' union, representing 
the local bookbinders' union and de- 
manding for it the dismissal of W. A. 
Miller, the foreman who had been dis- 
charged from the government printing 
office, but was reinstated by the presi- 
dent, when it was found that the specific 
charge against him was that he had been 
expelled 
from 
the 
union, 
President 


Roosevelt caused to be issued a state- 
ment to the public, in which he emphat- 
ically declares that his decision not to 
dismiss Miller for not being a union 
man is final, and that, as "president of 
all the people of the United 
States, 


without regard to creed, color, birth- 
place, occupation, or social conditions," 
he can "no more recognize the fact that 
a man does or does not belong to a un- 
ion as being for or against him, than I 
can recognize the fact that" he is a Pro- 
testant or a Catholic, a Jew or a Gen- 
tile, as being for or against him." 


The labor leaders manifestly were dis- 


appointed as they left the White House, 
but refused to make statements for pub- 
lication, though one of them said that 
the president's statement was not con- 
sidered by them as an answer to their 
request concerning Miller. 


The conference broke up about 11:30 


o'clock, and shortly thereafter, the fol- 
lowing statement was given to the press 
at the White House: 


"Pursuant to the request of Samuel 


Sompers, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, the president 'granted 
an interview this evening to the follow- 
ing members of the executive council of 
that body: 


"Mr. Samuel Gompers. Mr. James 


Duncan, Mr. John Mitchell, Mr. James 
O'Conncll and Mr. Frank Morrison, at 
which various subjects of legislation in 
the interests of labor, as well as execu- 
tive action, were discussed. 


MUST ENFORCE LAWS. 


"Concerning the case of Wm. A. Mil- 


ler, 
the president made the following 


statement: 


"I thank you and your committee for 


your courtesy, and I appreciate the op- 
portunity to meet with you. It will al- 
ways be a pleasure to see you or any 
representatives of your organizations or 
of your federation as a whole. 


"As regards the Miller case, I have lit- 


tle to add to what I have already said. 
In dealing with it I ask you to remem- 
ber that I am dealing purely with the re- 
Intion of tho government to 
its 
em- 


ployes. I must govern my actions by 
the laws of the land, which I am sworn 
to administer, nnd which 
differentiate 


any case, in which tho government of 
the United States is a party, from all 
other cases whatsoever. These laws arc 
enacted for the benefit of the whole peo- 
ple, and cannot and must not be con- 
strued as permitting 
discrimination 


against some of the people. 


PRESIDENT OF ALL. 


"'I am president of all the people of 


the United States, without regard to 
creed, color, birthplace, occupation, or 
social conditions. My aim is to do equal 
and exact justice as among them all. In 
the employment and dismissal of men in 
the government service, I can no more 
recognize tho fact that a man does or 
does not belong to a union as being for 
or against him, than I can recognize the 
fact that he ia a Protestant or a Catho- 
lic, a Jew or a Gentile, as being for or 
against him. 


" 'In tho communications sent me by 


various labor 
organizations, protesting 


against the retention of Miller in the 
government printing office, the grounds 
alleged are twofold: 


" '1. That he is not a union man. 
" '2. That he is not personally fit. 
" 'The question of his personal fitness 


is one to be settled in the routine of ad- 
ministrative detail, and can not be al- 
lowed to conflict with or to complicate 
the larger question of governmental dis- 
crimination, for or against him or any 
other man, because he ia or is pot a 
member o'f a union.

question now before me for decision,

WASHINGTON, -Sept. 30—President 


Roosevelt lust night practically declared 
the government printing office an open 
shop. 


After an all evening conference at the 


White House with President Gompcrs 
and four other member* of the Federa- 
tion of Labor and John Mitchell, presi- 
dent of the miners' union, representing 
the local bookbinders' union and de- 
manding for it the dismissal of W. A. 
Miller, the foreman who hcd been dis- 
charged from the government printing 
office, but was reinstated by the presi- 
dent, when it was found that tho specific 
charge against him waa that he had been 
expelled 
from 
the 
union, President 


Koosevclt caused to be issued a state- 
ment to the public, in which lie emphat- 
ically declares that his decision not to 
dismiss Miller for not being a union 
man is final, and that, as "president of 
all 
the people of the United 
States, 


without regard to crood, color, birth- 
phice, occupation, or social conditions," 
he can "no more recognize the fact that 
a man does or docs not uuioug to a un- 
ion as being for or against him, than I 
can recognize the fact that" he is a Pro- 
testant or a Catholic, a Jew or a Gen- 
tile, as being for or against him." 


The labor leaders manifestly were dis- 


appointed as they left the White House, 
but refused to make statements for pub- 
lication, though one of them said that 
the president's statement was not con- 
sidered by them as an answer to their 
request concerning Miller. 


Tho conference broke up about 11:30 


o'clock, and shortly thereafter, the fol- 
lowing statement was given to the press 
at the While House: 


'Pursuant to tho request of Samiiol 


Gompors, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, the president 'grantoil 
an interview this evening to the follow- 
ing members of the executive council of 
tlint body: 


'Mr. Samuel 
Gompors. Mr. James 


Duncan, Mr. John Mitchell, Mr. James 
O'Conncll and Mr. Frank Morrison, at 
which various subjects of legislation in 
the interests of labor, as well as execu- 
tive aetion, were discussed. 


MUST ENFORCE LAWS. 


'Concerning the case of Wm. A. Mil- 


lor, the president made the following 
statement: 


"I thank you and your committee for 


your courtesy, and I appreciate the op- 
portunity to meet with you. It will ill- 
ways be a pleasure to see you or any 


iprcsentntivcs of your organizations or 


of your federation as a whole. 


''As regards the Miller case, T have lit- 


tle to add l.i.i what I have already said. 
In dealing with it I ask you to remem- 
ber that I nm dealing purely with tho re- 
lation of the government to 
its 
em- 


ployes, I must govern my actions by 
the laws of the laud, which T am sworn 
to 
administer, :ind which 
differentiate 


any case, in which tho government of 
the United State? is a party, from all 
other cases whatsoever. Those laws are 
enacted for tho benefit of the whole peo- 
ple, and cannot and must not be con- 
strued 
as 
permitting 
discrimination 


against some of tho people. 


PRESIDENT OF ALL. 


" 'I am president of fill the people of 


the United States, without rcgnrd to 
creed, color, birthplace, occupation, or 
social conditions. My aim is to do equal 
und exact justice ns among them all. In 
tho. employment and dismissal of men in 
the governmeut service, I can no more 
recognize tho fact that a man docs or 
does not belong to a union as being for 
or against, him, than I can recognize the 
fact that he ifl a Protcsta.nt or a Catho- 
lic, a Jew or a Gentile, as being for or 
against him. 


" 'Jn tho communications sent me by 


various labor 
organizations, protesting 


against the retention of Miller in the 
government printing office, tho grounds 
alleged are twofold: 


'•' '1. That ho, is not a union man. 
" '2. That he is not personally flt. 
" The question of his personal fitness

bo squarely met. The president said to 
one caller that the committee ought not 
to make, its report at this time, and 
hence the belief is that tho members of 
the committee will take the hint and 
withhold their conclusions for some time 
to come. 


The local labor leaders believed they 


had fixed up a plan by which they could 
get Miller out, and thon lot the whole 
matter "blow over." President Eoose- 
volt, however, bluntly says the scheme 
cannot be worked. He intends to stand 
by Miller on account of the principle 
that is involved. 


It is understood that a member of the 


cabinet, who is to make a public speech 
next Friday in the east, will speak for 
the administration on the labor ques- 
tion, and speak in a. way that will be 
sure to command the attention of the 
whole country. This member of the cab- 
inet hns conferred with the president on 
tho labor question, and if he makes a 
public address on that topic it will, of 
course, 
be with 
the president's 
full 


knowledge and consent. 


Members of the administration who 


favor "taking the bull'by the. horns" in 
a denunciation of radical and tyrannical 
unionism, say the time has come when 
it is tho duty of the Republican party 
to speak out on this question. They de- 
clare that on tho labor issue things have 
fallen niv.ch into the same condition they 
were some years ago when no Republi- 
can of prominence dared utter the word 
"gold standard" in discussing the cur- 
rency.

It Is usually bettor to have a large cel- 
lar, under tlio dairy buildings, as It Is 
much easier to maintain the low tem- 
perature needed In a cellar than in a 
room above ground. In tho Illustration 
Is shown a two storied cellar which 
may be constructed under the milk 
house or other building, us convenience 
may dictate. The upper story is about 
six and a half feet In depth, the floor 
being four to four and a half foot be- 
!ow tho surface of the ground, the floor 
above being two to toro and a half feet 
above the ground. Light can be ad- 
mitted through tho windows placed in. 
the -watt just above the ground, but 
these should cot be used for ventila- 
tion. Additional light can also come 
through the trapdoor in the floor of tho 
milk room or if desired through a 
glazed space in the floor. The lower 
story of tho cellar is eight feet in 
depth. Light can be admitted only 
through a trapdoor or through glazing 


: 
MTDK HOUSE WITH DOUBLE CELLAR. 


In the 3oor, and a lamp may have to be 
used in doing some kinds of work. Tho 
walls should be of brick and may be 
coated with cement. The object in 
view Is to secure the coolest kind of a 
.place for the keeping of milk and but- 
ter. This end can be secured far bettor 
with the two storied collar than with 
one which opens directly into the build- 
ing above. The upper story of the cel- 
lar may be used for a workroom, for 
storing utensils or for any other pur- 
pose desired. A collar of this kind may 
be ventilated in several ways. Some 
method should be adopted by which tho 
incoming air will be as cool as possible. 
Perhaps the best way to secure this is 
by means of the subearth air duct, de- 
scribed later on. The plan shown in 
the illustration is also excellent. A cur- 
rent of air passes down through an ad- 
joining well, from which an air pas- 
sage Is opened into the lower cellar. 
The air passes out through a tube or 
pipe leading from the lower cellar to 
the roof of the building above. A bet- 
ter draft will be secured by running 
the ventilation tube up at a point 
which will bring it out near the comb 
Instead of near the eaves, as shown in 
the illustration. The top of the tube 
should be fitted with a self regulating 
revolving ventilator hood to secure tho 
greatest efficiency. If during the cooler 
parts of the year it is more convenient 
to use the milk room above instead of 
the cellar that part of the pipe loading 
from tho floor to tho roof of the build- 
Ing may be removed, and then the cur- 
rent of cool air passing through the 
well and collar will flow out Into the 
milk room, thus aiding in the regulation 
ot its temperature.—Farmers' Bulletin, 
Department of Agriculture^ 


Location of Betrn Rallclings. 


In locating a dairy barn care should 


bo taken, toihave a gentle slope from 
the barn in at least one direction, af- 
fording good natural drainage for both 
barn and yard. If the barn Is already 
built and poorly located draining and 
grading will do much to remedy the 
evil. In most casea.it would take but a 
small amountiof'rlabor with plow and 
scraper, when the ground is in suitable. 
condition to handle, to give the surface 
of the yard a slope from the barn suffi- 
cient to carry off the surface water. 
Even if dirt has to bo hauled in from 
outside the yard to accomplish this it 
will not be expensive. Tile drainage 
alone under a yard Is not sufficient, as 
the tramping of the cattle soon puddles 
the surface, preventing the water from 
passing down to tho tile. 


After the grading is done tho yard 


ehould bo covered with gravel or cin- 
ders. By putting the coarser In the bot- 
tom and the finec on top a good hard 
yard can'be obtained and at a compara- 
tively small expense where material 
of thi9 kind Is available. If this cannot 
be done In one year it is of the utmost 
Importance that a beginning be made 
by grading and graveling a portion of 
the yard next the barn, so that the cows 
may have some place on. which to get 
out of the mud and filth. By grading 
a part of the yard each year and ap- 
plying a tlu'ck coat of gravel or cinders 
to the graded part the entire yard will 
Jft a few years be in good condition.— 
Stiuols Experiment Station. 


Steam Heated Floors, 


A new Idea In the-construction of ce- 


ment floors for creameries Is to lay drain 
tile in the concrete under the floor and 
run. the'exhaust steam through them, 
thus keeping the floor warm and dry.

BUILD UP YOUR OWN DAIRY. 


Advice For tlio Farmer Wlio Wants 


to Produce MHlc en* Batter. 


The farmer who keeps cows to pro- 


duce milk or butter needs a dairy cow. 
If beef is the object in view he wants 
an entirely different cow. It is impos- 
sible for him to produce both success- 
fully and with profit from the same 
animal. 


Often I have this question aslred me. 


by our patrons: "Where can I get cows 
giving a large quantity of rich milt?" 
There are two ways of getting such 
animals—one by purchasing, the other 
by growing them yourself. A man who 
starts out to buy high class dairy cattle 
will soon learn that the man who un- 
derstands his business is not selling his 
best cows until their days of usefulness 
are past. 


\Vhen a man offers to sell a cow that 


promises to be a good milker for any 
reasonable price the buyer is apt to 
discover after he purchases her that 
she deceives her looks and that she has 
some secret fault which will show itself 
later on. 


Dairymen who are excellent judges 


of cows will sometimes get hold of 
first class animals; but, as a rule, they 
will buy them from men who are not 
acquainted with their business and 
with whom the possession of a cow of 
this kind is nn accident. Even then 
only a few of these cows will come up 
to his requirements or give anything 
like the satisfaction of those that he 
might raise himself, and-I think that 
when he' counts the time and money 
that he spends in experimenting in this 
way he will come to the conclusion that 
the best way for tho dairy farmer to 
improve the quality of the herd is by 
raising his own stock. It does not take 
so many years to grow up a herd In 
this way as one might suppose. 


In raising up a herd himself, thero 


are several advantages to be derived, 
the principal one of which is that he 
is able to control the breeding. Milk- 
Ing qualities are hereditary, and the 
heifer whose sire's darn and granclani 
are good milkera will be a good milker 
also. 


In raising calves for the dairy al- 


ways feed for milk instead of beef, nnc 
the holfer intended for the dairy should 
not have the sariie treatment In feeding 
as the heifer intended for calf produc- 
tion only. The dairy cow is better as a 
lean animal than as a fat one, and she 
should be kept dm-ing her youth in 
such a way that she will not lay flie 
product of her food on her ribs, but 
put it in the pail.—Dairy and Cream- 
ery. 


A Tost For Short Senisons. 


It would surprise some people to 


learn how few farmers strain the milk 
they send to the creamery, says Cream- 
ery Journal. The opinion is quite gen- 
eral that the cre:iruory separator is a 
combination of separator, aerator, bad 
odor extractor and general cleanser, 
which is true to a certain extent. But 
no separator can remove impurities 
which have been dissolved in milk. 
Here is a point which it will pay. a 
good many butter makers to preach to 
their patrona upon. 


THE CALF TO RAISE. 


Tuny Points Tlmt Mtut Be looked 
Alter If You Get tlie Best Results. 
Perhaps you may say,'raise those that 


come from the beet cows, suggests T. 
R. Terry In the Practical Farmer. AH 
right. But that isn't enough. The stre 
should have been a good Individual, 
With the general makeup and marks 
that to the practiced eye show that he 
is sxich, and then also he should be a 
pure bred animal. There ore plenty of 
pure bred animals with long pedigrees 
that have no value because they arc 
not by any means perfect types of-thelr 
class. Better pay a man -who is a good 
judge $300 to select a sire to head a 
herd rather than take an animal on his 
pedigree only. Yes, I would not buy one 
at all unless I had the skill to pick him 
out or could employ some one who did 
have. This is pretty1 strong language, 
but it is used in ail earnestness to help 
readers, to prevent bitter disappoint- 
ment in years to come. Now, how are 
you to know which are your best cows? 
Duly by weighing the milk and keeping 
a record through the year. It will do 
very well to weigh once in ten days, 
morning and night, then multiply by 
three, which will give you closely 
enough the amount given in a month. 
Then,, if quality Is an important factor 
with you, as when you are selling bu1 
ter or cream, you should have a Bab- 
cock tester also. Then you can knpw 
absolutely which cows give you the 
most milk. Their calves, from a good, 
pure bred sire, are the ones to raise if 
tlie calves themselves are all right 
Don't have a weak point in this chain 
anywhere. Don't take i't for granted 
that all the heifer calves will be good 
from a good sire and mother. They 
may be and may not. I would follow 
the Van Dresser method of selection. 
Look in the mouth of the newborn 


• calf. If there are, say, only two teeth 
just pricking through do not attempt to 
raise that calf no matter what its par- 
ents are. The mother lacked vitality 
enough to fully develop the calf. If 
there are six or eight teeth well put 
through, showing vigor and stamina in 
the mother, all right so far. Next turn 
the 'little heifer on her .back and exam- 
ine the teats. If there are four good 
teats well spread apart and two or 
move rndimentaiies (extra little teats) 
then raise the en If. The chances are 
largely in favor of her not disappoint- 
ing you when she becomes a milker. 


Minnesota's Dairy Interests. 


At the close of last year there were 


800,000 cows in Minnesota, of which 
382,250 contributed milk to creameries. 
The annual value of creamery butter is 
estimated at 814,000,000, an increase of 
$4,000,000 over the preceding year. The 
creameries of Minnesota made 30,000,- 
000 pounds of butter a year.

important that the milker should be in 
perfect health. Germs of disease are 
thrown off in breathing and coughing, 
and epidemics have been known to 
start in this way. The feed should be 
sweet and free from must and any 
abrupt change avoided. 


A great deal of criticism is made as 


to silage feed, but where it is made n 
part of the ration with other feeds in 
proportion the flavor of the milk will 
be benefited. See to-it that the water- 
ing place is clean and free from slime 
and fertilizer. 


It seems to be a difficult thing in dai- 


ry management to secure cleanly condi- 
tions iu a cow stable. About ninetr- 
nine out of a hundred arc far from 
sweet and clean; the offensive odors 
contaminate the breath, blood and' tis- 
sue of the animal, and consequently 
a first class article of milk cannot be 
produced. The barns shouli be dusted 
often and whitewashed at least once a 
year not only to give them a good ap- 
pearance and make the stable lighter, 
but to purify them and kill any germs 
of disease that may have collected on 
tho walls and ceilings. 


Quiet and Milk Secretion. 


As the milk glands are under direct 


control of the nervous system, any con- 
ditions which affect the nervous sys- 
tem will react upon the milk producing 
glands. Any undue disturbance of the 
normal distribution of the nervous 
force, will divert some of the blood sup- 
ply from the milk glands to some other 
part of the body and thus diminish the 
milk flow. The well known phenome- 
non of "not giving down" the milk is 
the result of lack of nervous tone in 
•the gland brought about by some sort 
of excitement. The udder Is not a con- 
tainer in which the milk is ready stored 
up [it.milking time, but an organ in 
which, as has already been pointed out, 
the greater part of the milk, is elabo- 
rated while milking or suckling is in 
progress by.virtue of the agitation pro- 
duced. Unless tho cow is In perfect re- 
pose this secretion will not take place 
normally. The lesson to be derived 
from this is that the cow should be 
treated with the greatest gentleness 
and be otherwise kept free from excite- 
ment, especially during the time of 
milking or suckling.—Exchange.

At the New Jersey experiment sta- 


tion some careful observations showed 
that about 30 per cent of the stover 
was rejected by the cows, and an ex- 
amination of the

showed it to be the poorer in food con- 
stituents, showing not only enormous 
loss, but also the fact that the cow if 
allowed will reject that part from 
which she can get .but little nourish- 
ment. The conclusion of the New Jer- 
sey station was that at least five-sixths 
of the 30 per cent waste in feeding dry 
cornstalks can be prevented by using 
a well built silo; besides 12 par cent 
more milk can be produced by feeding 
silage. 


Rape For Cows. 


Dairy cows respond well to a rape ra- 


tion, but judgment must be exercised 
In feeding or evil odors may find their 
way into the milk pall, says J. H. Mis- 
dale of the Canadian department of 
agriculture. 


In feeding rape to cattle and sheep 


care should be taken to prevent bloat- 
ing. They should never bp allowed to 
enter a rape field when very hungry. 
More especially should this precaution 
be observed if the rape' is wet from 
dew, rain or frost. Once accustomed to 
the feed, however, and having access 
to It at all times, little danger may be 
anticipated. 
Tigs are not affected In 


this wny. 


On account of its very juicy nature it 


is practically impossible to cure rape, 
and when cured it Is not so palatable 
or so valuable a food aa when green. 
It is not much used in making ensilage. 


In sections where rather steady frost 


maintains (once the hard frosts come) 
rape may be cut and put in small pile's 
to freeze. It should be taken to the 
Btable the day before required for feed 
and allowed to thaw out completely 
before being fed. Repeated thawing 
and freezing spoil it for forage. 


In chemical composition and feeding 


value rape resembles clover. It is even 
richer than clover in flesh formin--' con- 
stituents and is exceedingly succulent. 
Analyses show its water content to run 
from about 89 to about l^per

later on. 


Dairymen who are excellent judges 


of cows will sometimes get hold of 
first class animals; but, as a rule, they 
will buy them from men who arc not 
acquainted with their business and 
with whom tho possession of n cow of 
this kind Is an accident. Even then 
only a few of these cows will come up 
to his requirements or (jive anything 
like the satisfaction of those that ho 
might raise himself, ar.d-1 think that 
when he' counts the time and money 
that he spends In experimenting In this 
wc.y lie will come to the conclusion that 
the' best way for tho dairy farmer to 
improve the quality of the herd Is by 
raising his own *too4;. It does not take 
so many years to grow up a herd in 
this way as one might suppose. 


In ni!sii:j: up a herd himself thero 


are several advantages to be derived, 
the principal one of which Is that he 
Is able to control the breeding. Milt 
hie qualities lire hereditary, and the 
heifer whose fire's daw and grandam 
arc good milkers will be a good milker 
also.

JIILli UOUSE WITH DOtUIiE CELLAR. 


In tho floor, and a lump may havo to be 
used in doluff some hinds of work. Tho 
walls should bo of brick nnd may 
coated with cement. The object 
view Is to secure the coolest Uiml of a 
-place for the keeping ot milk and but- 
ter. This end ran bo secured far better 
with the two storied cellar than with 
ono which opens directly Into the build- 
ins abovp. Tho upper story of the eei- 
Inr may bo used for a workroom, for 
storing utensils or for any other pur- 
pose desired. A cellar of this kind may 
be ventilate;! lu several ways. Somo 
method should be adopted by which the 
incoming air will be us cool ur, possible. 
Perhaps the best way to secure this Is 
by moans of the subearth air iluct, de- 
scribed later ou. The plan shown in 
the illustration is also excellent. A cur- 
rent of ulr passes down through an ad- 
joining well, from whicli an air pas- 
sage is opeued into tho lower cellar. 
'i'Le air passes out through a tube or 
pipy loading from the lower cellar to 
the roof of the building above. A bet- 
ter draft will bo scoured by ru:niin£; 
tho ventilation tube up at a point 
which will bring It out near the comb 
instead of near the eaves, us shown in 
the illustration. Tho top of the tube 
should bo fitted with a self rogulatiui! 
revolving ventilator hood to secure tho 
greatest offlcicucy. U during tho cooler 
parts of the year it is more convenient 
to use the milk room above Instead of 
the cellar that part of the pipe loading 
from the floor to the- roof of tho build- 
Ing may be removed, and then the cur- 
rent of cool nlr passing through the 
welt and cellar will flow out into tho 
milk room, thus aiding in the regulation 
of Its temperature.—Farmers' Bulletin, 
Department of Agriculture. 


Location of Bsrn nnlJdinRs. 


In locating a dairy bnrn 0:11-0 should 


bo taken to-have a gentle slope from 
the barn in at least one direction, af- ! 
fording pood natural drainage for both 
barn and yard. If tho barn is already 
built and poorly located draining and 
grading will do much to remedy the 
evil. In most cases.it would take but a 
small amount,oC-labor with plow and 
Bcrapcr, when the ground Is In suitable, 
condition to handle, to give the surface 
of tho yard a slopo from the barn sulU- 
clont to carry off tho surface water. 
liven if dirt has to bo hauled in from 
outside tbe yard to accomplish this it 
•will not be expensive. Tile drainage 
nlono under a yard is not sufficient, as 
tho tramping of tho cattle soon puddles 
tho surface, preventing the water from 
passing flown to tho tile. 


After tho grading is done the yarc! 


Bhonld bo covered with griivcl or cin- 
ders. By putting tho coarser lu tho bot- 
tom nnd the flnec ou top a good hard 
yard can be obtained and at a compara- 
tively small expense where material 
of this kind is available. If this cannot 
bo done iu ono year it Is of the utmost 
importance that a beginning bo made 
by grading and" graveling n portion of 
the yard next the barn, so that the cows 
jcay havo some place ou which to got 
out of tho mud and fllth. By grading 
a part of tho yard each year and ap- 
plying a thick cont of gravel or cinders 
to the graded part the entire yard will 
Vi a few years be in good condition.— 
Cfcuols Experiment Station. 


Steam Heated Flnori. 


A now Idea in the construction of ce- 


ment floors for creameries Is to lay drain 
tile iu tho concrete under the lloor and 
run. the-exhaust steam through them, 
thus keeping tho floor warm and dry- 
It seems-as if this would work well.

THE CALF TO RAISE. 


Mnny Points Tlmt Ma«t Be tooVed 


After If You Get the Best ncnalti. 
Perhaps you may say, raise those that 


come from the best cows, suggests T. 
R. Terry In the Practical Farmer. All 
right But that isn't enough. The sire 
should have been a good individual, 
with the general makeup and marks 
that to the practiced eye show that he 
Is such, nnd then also he should be a 
pure bred animal. There are plenty of 
pure bred animals with long pedigrees 
that have no vnlue because they are 
not by any means perfect types of-their 
class. Better pay a man who is a good 
judge $300 to select a sire to head a 
herd rather than take an animal on hi9 
pedigree only. Yes, I would not buy ono 
at all unless I had the skill to pick him 
out or could employ some one who did 
havo. This is pretty strong language, 
but it is used in all earnestness to help 
readers, to prevent bitter disappoint- 
ment in years to come. Now, how are 
you to know which are your best cows? 
Ou'y by weighing the milk and keopicg 
a record through the year. It will do 
very well to weigh once in ten days, 
morning and night, then multiply by 
three, which will give you closely 
enough tho amount given in a month. 
Then, if quality is an important factor 
with you, as when you are selling bui- 
ter or cream, you should have a Bub- 
cock tester also. Then you can knpw 
absolutely which cows give you the 
most milk. Their calves, from a good, 
pure bred sire, are the ones to raise If 
tiie calves themselves are all right. 
Don't have a weak point in this chain 
anywhere. Don't take it for granted 
that all the heifer calves will be good 
from a good sire and mother. They 
may be and may not. I would follow 
tho Van Dresser method of selection. 
Look in tho mouth of the newborn 
calf. If there are, say, only two tooth 
Just pricking through do not attempt to 
raise that calf no matter what its par- 
ents arc. The mother lacked vitality 
enough to fully develop the calf. If 
there are six or eight teeth well put 
through, showing vigor and stamina in 
tho mother, all right so fnr. Next turn 
tho little heifer on her .back and exam- 
ine the teats. If there are four good 
teats well spread apart nnd two or 
more ruuimentarlps (extra little teats) 
then raise the calf. The chances arc 
largely in favor of her not disappoint- 
ing you when she becomes a milker.

<tulPt and MHfe Secretion. 


As the milk plauds arc under direct 


control of the nervous system, any con- 
ditions which affect the nervous sys- 
tem will react upon the milk producing 
ulauds. Any undue disturbance of the 
normal distribution of the nervous 
force will divert some of the blood sup- 
ply from the milk glands to some other 
part of the body and thus diminish the 
milk flow. The well known phenome- 
non of "uot giving down" tho milk is 
the result of lack of nervous tone in 
the gland brought about by some sort 
of excitement. The udder Is not a con- 
tainer in which the milk is ready stored 
up ut.milking time, but an organ in 
which,' us has already been pointed out, 
the fsruator part of the milk is elabo- 
rated while mllkliiR or suckling Js lu 
progress by.virtue of the agitation pro- 
duced. Unless the cow Is In perfect re- 
pose this secretion will not take place 
normally. Tbe lesson to bo derived 
from thi* is that the cow should he 
treated with the greatest gentleness 
and be otherwise Ircpt free from excite- 
ment, especially during the time of 
Milking or sucUine.—Exchange.

Ilape For COTVU. 


Dairy cow? respond well to a rape ra- 


tion, but judgment must bo exercised 
lu feeding or evil odora may find their 
way Into the milk pall, says J. H. Mis- 
dale of the Canadian department at 
agriculture. 


In feeding rape to cattle and sheep 


core should be taken to prevent bloat- 
ing. They should never bp allowed to 
enter a rape field when very hungry. 
More especially should this precaution 
be observed if the rape is wet from 
dew, rain or frost. Once accustomed to 
the food, however, and having access 
to it at till times, little danger may be 
anticipated, rigs are not affected lu 
this way. 


On account of its very juicy nature it 


is practically impossible to cunt rape, 
and when cured it is not so palatable 
or so valuable a food us whor, green. 
It is not much used iu making ensilage. 


In sections where rather steady frost 


maintains (onco the hnrd frosts come) 
rape may be cut and put in small piles 
to freeze. It should be takeu to the 
stable the day before required for feed 
and allowed to thaw out completely 
before being fed. 
Repeated thawing 


and freezing spoil it for forage. 


In chemical composition and feeding 


value rape resembles clover. It is even 
richer than clove;1 in Qeuh forming con- 
stituents and is exceedingly succulent. 
Analyses show its water content to run 
from about 89 to about 84 percpat.

should be made of the body., The chief 
said that he would interview the Mil- 
waukee county board of supervisors to- 
day and see what could bo done and in- 
form the coroner today.

Reports have been published of late 


that letters have been received by va- 
rious county clerks of the state with 
reference to.the falling on* 6f hunting 
licenses this rear in comparison to the 
number issued lost year. 
Speculation 


is rife as to why the state department 
should be anxious about the shortage 
inl many sections. So far as Racine 
county is concerned, it does not appear 
to hold good. County Clerk Bell, when 
interviewed this morning, stated that 
up to this morning there had been 
issued 
from 
Lis 
office 
7SO licenses 


against C83 for the corresponding time 
last year. At the end of 1002 the total 
number was over 1,000 and it will, in 
all probability, reach that limit this 
year. 


According to county officers 
there 


are not nearly as many hunting this 
year as there were two years ago and 
they give as a reason the fact that the' 
game cannot be disposed of for market 
purposes. It is the statement that far- 
mer boys have been "in the habit of 
paying their hunting expenses out of the 
proceeds from the sale of the game. 


This year it is said these boys cannot 


sell the birds and are therefore not 
shooting. 
The men thus affected are 


declared also to be in no sense of the 
word pot hunters, but people who hunt 
just B.S much for the sport of hunting 
as do city millionaires, for whose bene- 
fit the present law for the non-sale of 
game appears to have been arranged. 
By the way, there has never been a 
game law passed in Wisconsin, accord- 
ing to the reports of the county clerks, 
which bids fair to prove as unpopular 
as this law forbidding hunters to sell 
the game shot. 


It is said that farmers in every part 


of the state are thoroughly and irre- 
vocably opposed to the law and that it 
is likely to prove an issue in the com- 
ing campaign. 
In fact, one county 


clerk has insinuated that there is a 
great deal of feeling that a governor 
who claims to take such an interest in 
"God's patient poor" as Gov. La Fol- 
lette should have ever permitted the 
bill to become a law. 


No law, it is said, has ever been 


placed on the statute books of any sate 
which was more thoroughly a measure 
for the benefit of the rich than this 
law, as it absolutely forbids hundreds 
who desire to dispose of their game 
from selling, and thus cuts off poor 
men who arc desirous of paying their 
expenses of hunting trips from the sale 
of the game from the shooting. 


It is said these hunters had no objec- 


tion to the old law, which limited the 
number of birds which could be shot in 
a day's hunting, as they, just an much 
as the rich hunters from the city, are 
interested in seeing the game 
pre- 


served. 
When it comes to forbidding 


that the few birds which are shot shall 
be sold, so that the hunter can recoup 
himself on the expense of his trip, the 
poor hunters who have in this way 
been able to secure sport for themselves 
at a slight cost, believe that the law 
has been carried too far and for this 
reason are up in arms against the 
measure.

It is said that formers in every part 


of the state are thoroughly and irre- 
vocably opposed to the law and that it 
is likely to prove an issue in the com- 
ing campaign. 
In fact, out! county 


clerk has insinuated that there is a 
great (leal of feeling that a governor 
who claims to take such an interest in 
"God's patient poor" as Gov. La Fol- 
Ictte should have ever permitted the 
bill to become a law. 


Xo law, it is said, has ever been 


placed on tho statute hooks of any sate 
which was more thoroughly a measure 
for the benefit of the ricli than this 
law, as it absolutely forbids hundreds 
who desire to dispose of their game 
from 
felling, and 
thus cuts oft poor 


men who are desirous of paying their 
expenses of hunting trips from the sale 
of the game from the shooting. 


It is said those hunters had no objec- 


tion to the old law, which limited the 
number of birds which could be shot in 
a, day's hunting, as they, just as much 
as the rich hunters from the city, are 
interested 
in 
seeing the game pre- 


served. 
When it comes to forbidding 


that the few birds which are shot shall 
bo sold, so that the hunter can recoup 
himself on the expense of his trip, the 
poor hunters who have in this way 
been able to secure sport for themselves 
at a, slight cost, believe that the law
